ber is to serve a year, without com-
pensation. Of the twelve members
at least two must be women.

The dutles of the council will be
te advise the Civil Service Commis-
slon by formal reports regarding
personnel and all other matters af-
fecting the good of the service or
welfare of the employes. The coun-
cll itself will be divided Into sepa-
rate committees for consideration
and action on grievances.

In its joint report the commission
asserts its recommendations provide
a “sound and practicable working
basis for arriving at the proper
rates of compensation in appropria-
tions for personal service.” It fur-
ther claims that it secures the im-
mediate rellef, vital in holding to-
gether experienced organizations
that will come from the revision of
salary scales for skilled workers.
The pay schedules are described asa
gystem “assuring uniform justice,”
and the assurance that the govern-
ment will be a model employer.

Allows Thirty-day Vaeation.

A vacation of thirty days a year
with full compensation, and a sick
leave of ten days with compensa-
tion are allowed. No leave Is to be
granted an employe until he has
been In the service at least six
months, A working day of seven
hours is recommended.

Recommendations in regard to
salaries provide for substantial in-
creases. In a few cases these are
as much as 100 per cent In ad-
